waters of our Christian brotherhood, and lo! the bright image of love and 
peace that mirrored in was dushed into a thousand 
Gegments. 1 

ITaaid. new. birth and my new dirth may differ 
somewhat.

Tur vill be — a it, is in. is the 
prayer of all orthodox ministers. In the same. breath they pray for a per- 
petuation of the government under which they live. Both : prayers. are, sup- 
posed to ascend to the throne of grace Both must bo assumed to be“ the 
adul’s sincete desire;” yet both ask for things diametrically opposed to each 
other. It may be caviling; but one can hardly resist calling attention to the 
fact that the prayer for the continuation of the existing power nearly always 
precedes the petition for the .comiag-of the kingdom of God, and as a rule a 
man asks first for that which he desires most. Oonsider for a moment these 
prayers; united almost in the same breath. Holy Writ tells us that the 
Kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but righteousness and peace and joy 
in the Holy Ghost.“ Is there an honest heart that does not hourly long for 
auch a condition? Vet how many hope ever to see it! I do not believe 
there is an orthodox minister in:all.Chtistendom who will hold that the 
words of the Lord's prayer which head this article were ever intended to 
have any vital force, ever literally to be realized. Yet they keep on praying 
for it, or repeating the words How long, according. to the Scriptures, must 
a man pray to the Eternal Father for a thing he may or may not want, before 
obtaining it, when he has not the slightest faith that he will ever receive that 
For which he is praying! Here is a problem which some of those who pray 
in the same breath for the kingdom of God and the prosperity of existing 
powers may be able to work ont; but it is certuin, that if any promise is 
given to man concerning answers to prayers, it is to those only who turn 
their hearts to God, appreciating His infinite goodness, aud ask in the per- 
fect faith that they will receive if it is for their welfare. Our Fathers king- 
dom is the condition of righteousness; righteousness. is the forerunner. of 
peace, und. there is no joy, master in the Holy Ghost, nor in anything hee, 
‘where ‘peace is not. 
If the absence of 5 aud peace aud joy from the earth did. 5 
( prove conclusively that God's kingdom was not established on earth as it is 
in heaven, then the variety of existing forms of government assuredly would.

Do they not, in plain 
words, ask Him to perpetuate the kingdom of Satan; to maintain the do- 
minion of the powers of darkness? Blind themselves, despite their college 
learning, groping in error, they know not which way to turn, and like the sailor 
Who trembled lest he should be lost during a storm at sea; they cry oft,

Falsehood, misrepre- 
sentation, cunning sophistries and sectarian subtleties had not been brought 
to bear against the re-established Church of Christ: And so when the word 
was preached by the divinely authorized Elders, mende bentd. it n 
and many obeyed it immediately. 

Since then the hirelings have been diligently at week, 10 gave other orum- 
bling systeras. They saw that their craft was in danger, therefore they sum- 
moned all their ingenuity to invent and gather up something in self-defense, 
that they might preserve their business of making merchandise of the. souls 
of men. The pulpit and the press have unitad with a very few honorable 
exceptions-—in circulating all kinds of untruths against the Latter-day e 
and their doctrines, and in refusing to present the other side., ... 

The consequence is that the servants of God, sent out to preach the, Gos: 
pel as a witness unto all nations before-the end shall come, are viewed with 
suspicion almost everywhere, and are met in many places with opposition 
such as could only be expected from savages, professedly Christian people 
seeming to lose all the courtesies of civilized society to say, nothing of the 
effects of religion, in their unseemly anger against a faith. and a body 
which they know comparatively nothing. Therefore it takes. sa 
many explanations and. mueh argument to

mate them to greater exertions, to more persistent oo Binh to ok ocr 
of new ways and means by which the honest may be reached und the wo 
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of God may be promulgated: “Preaching must be continued: In the halls 

and meeting houses that can be obtained, in the streets and squares and pub- 
fic plites out öf doors where congregations can be gathered, the servants of 
God ‘proctaim’ theit Usually, large audiences do not attend 
the tégulat ‘meetings of the Saints.’ If the mountain will not go to Ma- 
‘Homet, Mabomet must go to the mountain“ If the people will not come to 
us we must go to them. We do nut hear of many being converted by open- 

air preaching. But now and then the word thus spoken strikes home to an 
inquiter, and the result is an addition to the fold of Christ. This pays for 
the labor. If every missionary who spends a couple of years or so in gratui- 
tous work in the field gathers but one faithful soul who gains salvation, a 
glorious harvest will be the consequence and also a rich reward. 

But it is not and has not been for years by preaching alone that prosely- 
ting to what is called “Mormonism” has been successful. The Elders must 
‘labor to get at the people, There are many ways by which this may be ac- 
‘complished. Tract distribution i is one, making acquaintance with those who 
listen to preaching i is another, getting letters from friends in Zion to relatives 
here, and introductions from the Saints i in this land to neighbors and friends, 
and similar methods, are others by which opportunities can be made to ap- 

oach the people, explain away their objections, refute the falsehoods that 
fave. been circulated, and present the glorious truths which God has revealed 
for the benefit and joy of mankind. 

: Opportunities must be sought for and made. They may not come of them- 
‘pelves. The missionaries must be on the alert aud apply their minds to this 
end. Never mind the old grooves. Get out of the beaten track. The ever- 
lasting round of periodical visits is not the way of success. New openings, 
fresh paths, untrodden avenues can be found leading in favorable directions. 
g He that secks for them will find them, and bring joy to his own soul while he 
carries salvation to others. Work while the season lasts. Bend every 
energy in the required direction: Think, pray, inquire, search diligently and 
Spare not. There are many thousands among the millions that are in dark- 
ness who will receive the Gospel, if it is ouly taken to them in a manner that 
they can comprehend it, It takes the power of God and the labors of man 
‘combined to accomplish the work. Both are requisite, and, in this ministry. 
God's ta blessing will surely attend the Elder's labor if performed in diligence 
‘and aith. 

A great responsibility rests upon the resident Saints of this Mission. Some 
of them are idle concerning the great latter-day work. They should awake 
‘out of their lethargy. He that is warned must warn his neighbor. Invite 
friends to the meetings. Introduce them to the Elders. Prepare the way 
for the traveling ministry. Let the thought dwell in your minds, Litter-day 
Saints, that you can do much i in the good cause, and that God requires this 
at your hands. Be not ashamed of the Gospel of Christ. Care not for the 
Opinions of the world. Let your light shine before men. Bear testimony of 
‘the Gospel restored from heaven. Be wise, but be fearless. He that is 
mightier than all will sustain. the valiant, ‘He that seeketh | to save his life

Our company arrived here at ight o clock this morning, after what is . con-
